Claim Rejections: 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 9 and 10 are all the claims pending in the application, and currently 
all of these claims stand corrected. 

35 U.S.C. § 102(e) Rejection - Claim 1: 

Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,350,145 to Chen et al. 

Applicant submits herewith a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 signed by the 
inventors of the above referenced application indicating that the inventors of the present 
invention were in possession of the present invention prior to the January 5, 2000 filing date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,350,145 to Chen et al. The attached Declaration, and the exhibits attached 
thereto, indicate that the inventors of the above referenced application invented the present 
invention prior to January 5, 2000. 

As such, Applicant respectfully submits that the Chen reference is not available as prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), and hereby requests the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the 
above 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection of claim 1. 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) Rejections - Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 9 y and 10: 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 9 and 10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chen in view of the Koch and Murakami references (as indicated in the May 16, 2002 
Office Action). However, as noted above, because the Chen reference is not available as prior 
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art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e), Applicant hereby requests the Examiner reconsider and withdraw 
the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejections of claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 9 and 10.
